The Van was led by Duke William of Saxen Wei- 


mar the Duke of Brunſwicłe himſelfe had the maine 
Battaile or body of the Army The Recre was 
brought vp by Collonell K niphomſen. In this faire 
and warlike equipage, the 28 of Iune, they by faire 
and eaſie marches , came into the Biſhopricke of 
Eiſehvelt, all the three Diuiſions together, both 
Horſe, Foot, Baggage, Cannon, and Ammunition, 
ſo that they were 12. dayes in this march from fal- 
ber ſtadt to Eiſchvelt. | 

This order of their march, with their number, 
ſtrengths, prouiſions, and reſolutions, was (as the 
Letters doe report) by priuate intelligence of ſome 
Camp- Traytors, particularly deſcribed vnto Monſ⸗ 
Tilly, which was at laſt diſcouered by an intercep- 
ted Letter, with a further practice alſo of corre» 
ſpondency with the Enemy, row a plot ſhould; bee 
laid to deliuer the Duke of Brunſwicke into. Monſ? 
T illies hands aliue. 

The Diſcouery being thus happily made, the Tray- 
tor was by his one hand writing found out, appre- 
hended, and ſent priſoner vnto Duke Chriſtians Bro- 
ther the Duke of Brunſwicte, refiding at his towne 
Wolfenbuttle.

went before, their baggage and pillage (with whic 
had filled 160. Wagons, as out Letters men- 
tion) were diſpoſed in the middle, and the Duke of 
Ho/ſteins Troopes cloſed vp the Reere: 
They were (ir ſeemes) drawing homeward , and 
their martiall order was not, as it appeates, any bet - 
ter then that of foragers vſes to be, wild, and in ſingle 
Troopes and ſcattered Bands; or at leaſt their ene- 
mies had talcen ſuch order with them, that the 
place where they meant to giue them the Bon jour, 
and to ſet vpon chem, ſhould not bee ſo ſit for Bat- 


Thus the ſorragers marching boldly and brauely 
on, were at vnawares fallen into the Ambuſſi ot their 
enemies; which was of purpoſe laid in ſuch a ſtrait, 
chat thoſe of Monſeur Tilly, could by no meanes 

ut out their Troopes into order of battell, no not 

much as haue roome or time allotted them to 

- make a Barr icado of their owne W and car- 
riages, thereby to breake the force of the affailanes

cothew their valour, and how much men that are in 
paſſion, would doe to keepe their oe; thoſe of 
Brunſwitkeftare vp on euery fide of them, and reſo- 
lately guue the Charge. At the firſt on- ſet 3. troopes 
of thoſe of Tilly, which ir ſeemes were advanct fore- 
moſt, and ſatally before their fellowes, 9 preſent- 
ly bexedowne and cut to pieces; this being done, 
in the heate ofblood, andthe firſt fortune, they ſer 
vpon the reſt, which ſtood all this while coopt vp 
betweene them; So that the Branſwiclers ranging 
the Dragoniers in the Vantgard, the Horſe in the 
Reere, and the Mus kettiers to flancker them in the 
wings, on both ſides the way, both before and be- 
hind, they gave a freſh Ch he enemy being not 
able to caſſ himſelfe into order, his thin Fyles were 
preſently rowted; and thoſe that could, breaking 
out, fied towards /illzhow ſen, (heir one Gartifon 
in Hcſſen-land, where they had before paſſed the 
bridge) thoſe of Stirum and Kniphowſen following 
inthe heate of blood and the vnſlaughter, had the 
killing of them, ſome 3, houres together ( as ſome 
Letters mention) and euen to the gates of /illzhow- 

ſen: Some of the reſt, did (for the time) ſaue them- 
ſelues in a neighbour Wood, Whither they eſcaped: 
but ſuch order was taken with them, that diverſe 
rotes and multitudes of Boores out of the neere 
country of Br#nſwick,being employed vpon it they 
hembd in the Wood round about, fo pounding 
therm in, that what for their hand-gunnes aud Fire- 
lockes, which the Boores carried, a Souldier could

eſcapt, and thoſe that were kild in the way, & thoſe 
in the wood, (which the y hey held as good as dead)thar 
they had leſt 200. men dead yponthe place; which 
number is the generall report of all thoſe Letters, 
that wee can heare of to haue ſince his coming into 
England, about this buſineſſe. There were taken 
ſome 300. or 400. priſoners, and amongſt the reſt, 
our Letters mention theſe men of Note and Office. 
One Sergeant Maior to a Regiment, a Rittmaſter, 
or a Commander of the Horſe, and ano: her Baron 
beſides. All the baggage, armes, and horſrs, were 
- taken, and in the 160. Wagons, were found two tun 
of Gold in readie money. 

And this is the Deſcription of this Battell, and we 
beleeue, the moſt particular, & the largeſt that hath 
come into England. What was done lince thę fight, 
our Letters could not ſtay to tell vs, for they * 
ate 
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date the a8. ofour lune ( that is-Saterday-la 
towne of Cay/elin Aeſſenland; which was 
day or two of the time, and a dayes jon 
place, vhere, and when, this Battell was o 
concluſiõ how that beſides other reports & Leiters, 
that one Paber, a very honeſt and ſubſtantiall man 
being at that time Burgomaſter or Maior of Budenſ- 
berg, whom the former Regiments of Saxon, Low- 
enburg, and Holſteyn had taken and carried away 
priſoner along with them, in chaynes, and with the 
white ſtaffe ot his office in his hand, vntill he ſnould 
Pay 600. Rixe Dollars, whichtheyrequited for his 
ranſome. This # aber, I ſay, brealeing looſe aſter this. 
Battell, and being reſtored to his libertie, came here 
to this rowne of Caſſel; here vpon his owne word 
he conſirmed all this; affirming moreouer, that the 
duke of Saxon S menhang himſelſe, was likewiſe left 
dead vpon the place; which addes much alſo to the 
Victory. 385 . 
Our Letters conclude with this. Thus hath'Bre»ſ- 
wick given Monſieur 7illy the firſt blow; and found 
tywo tun of Gold amongſt the ſpoy les. Vnto which, 
euery mans iudgement can readily adde this; that 
Brunſwick being thus bloudded, will now fight vp- 
on all opportunities, ſo that we may ere long; hap- 
pen to heare of a maine Battell. 7 5461 
About the time of this Battell, other Letters te 
vs, that the Duke of Brus wirt had again two other 
faire braſſe Peices new caſt at the town of Brumſwiei 
in Bru»nſwickland, which are now carried vnto him; 
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It is here confidently reported, that the Marquis

Of Prince Herry of Naſ/awes expedition, in 
company of Mounſieur 4arquet, this wee;heare 
more, i hat he arriyed at Emmer ict, Iuly 8. and the 
next day he with Monſieur Marquet went vpwards: 
200. horſe, and a 1000 ſoot, which he brought to 
Emmerick, hee (ent towards Rees before, and with 
the horſe which lay about Zmmerick the night be- 
fore, and thoſe of Zulptin and Peetburgb, they fol- 
lowed vp about noone. Our towne gates were here 
kept ſhut about the ſame time, ſo that no paſſengers 
goe out to tell ihe deſigne any where abroad, The 
report is, that theſe forces went to provide the 
towne of Aeurs with men, victuals, and other ne- 
ceſſaries, ſeeing that the enemy beginnes to gather +
